DPW handles snowstorm 
for school on Wednesday 


NE Transrail seeks to operate loading facility at former Olin site

WILMINGTON — _ Tues- 
day’s snowstorm delivered 
as much as 10.5 inches of 
snow over a 12-hour period 
in the surrounding towns, 
according to the National 
Weather Service. For Wil- 
mington’s Department of 
Public Works, however, the 
snow coverage was much 
longer than the duration of 
the storm. 

Getting into work at 6:30 
a.m. on Tuesday, Director 
Michael Woods sent out pub- 
lic works employees to start 
a long day of work. 

“It was 7:30 when we start- 
ed de-icing,” he says, “put- 
ting down salt and magne- 
sium chloride.” 

That was about the time 
that the snow started falling. 

In the late morning, the 
DPW brought contractors in 
and started plowing the 
streets. 

“We use about 50 pieces. of 
equipment,” Woods says. 
“Three-quarter-ton pickups, 
1-ton pickups, 6 and 10-wheel 
dump trucks, backhoes, and 
loaders.” 
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The Town of Wilmington 
prepared its fleet of sanders 


and plows at the DPW Wes

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O’Donoghue seeks seat 
on School Committee 


WILMINGTON — A few 
months ago Kathi O’Dono- 
ghue was worried. As a 
teacher in the classroom for 
20 years, she was concerned 
about Question 2 on the bal- 
lot that would allow the state 
to raise the cap on funding 
given to charter schools and 
how it would particularly 
affect her own school sys- 
tem in Wilmington. 

So, she did what she 
thought was right and 
reached out via the town 
Facebook community page to 
warn the parents in her town 
that if this question went 
through it would cost the 
town of Wilmington over 
$80,000 a year in loss of fund- 
ing indefinitely. The feedback 
and appreciation she re- 
ceived from this post for con- 
cern and willingness to com- 
municate this affect was so 
well received it prompted 
many people in the communi- 
ty to encourage her to run for 
one of the anticipated seats 
on the town School Com- 
mittee this April. 

This wasn’t O’Donoghue’s 
first, time using the internet 
to interact with the Wil- 
mington community. You 
may remember two years ago 
when she posted on the 
Wilmington Community 
Facebook Board page looking 
for assistance to help collect 
clothes and household goods 
for one of her students and 
his mother who had previous- 
ly been homeless prior to 
O’Donoghue taking him on as 
a home instruction student in 
the school district where she 
has worked as a middle and 
high school teacher. 


One of her of many roles in 
her school system is as a 
tutor for students with emo- 
tional or medical disabilities 
that prevent them from 
attending school. 

“After I called my student 
to arrange home instruction 
he informed me that he had 
no furniture so he wasn’t 
sure how we would go about 
sitting down for a lesson. I 
hung up and started crying 
when I thought of these peo- 
ple sitting in a bare apart- 
ment just weeks before 
Christmas, so I reached out 
to the community and within 
days we had furnished the 
entire apartment, gotten 
them warm clothes for the 
winter, and even a Christmas 
tree with brand new presents 
under it, and all the fixings 
for a Christmas dinner. It 
was overwhelming how peo- 
ple went out of their way to 
generously assist them even 
providing movers for the fur- 
niture we collected and gift 
cards to local food stores for 
after the holidays.” 

O’Donoghue and her son 
Sean moved to Wilmington 
almost 10 years ago. Having 
grown up next door in Tewks- 
bury in a family of educators, 
her father, a retired teacher, 
and her brother, a principal 
in a local school system, she 
grew up knowing the value of 
a good education. 

For five years she assisted 
when needed with the Wil- 
mington Education Founda- 
tion in raising money to pro- 
vided needed training or 
equipment for our class- 
rooms. For many years she 
would be seen wearing a 


Halloween Costume and 
leading her son’s school out- 
side in the Halloween pa- 
rade at his school. 

She was one of the original 
members of the Wilmington 
Farmers’ Market and even 
as a “newbie” she was able 
to raise thousands of dollars 
to help start up this program 
that is next door to her 
home. Having purchased a 
160 year old home in bad 
repair, O’Donoghue has 
spent the last 10 years reno- 
vating the historic property 
in the center of town, mostly 
on her own and proudly 
developing her own con- 
struction skills throughout 
the years. 

“T knew when I moved here 
with my son, this was the 
place we would call home 
and we have not been disap- 
pointed. My son has actively 
participated in the amazing 
soccer and hockey programs 
here in town and the people 
have become like our family.” 

Recently, she was able to 
combine her love of hockey, 
children, and education and 
help create the Wilmington 
Youth Hockey Scholarship 
Fund this year that will 
award two seniors $500 to 
assist with furthering their 
education. 

She is also part of the 
WYH Fundraising Commit- 
tee who is working towards 
raising money this April 9 at 
the Bruins Alum vs. WYHA 
Coaches with the money 
going towards the necessary 
equipment for their players 
as well as American veter- 
ans families’ children who 
need financial assistance 


with their sporting equip- 
ment, fees, travel expenses, 
camps, and more. 

Describing herself proudly 
as a life-long learner, O’Dono- 
ghue decide to further her 
education and become a li- 
censed middle and high 
school principal a couple of 
years ago. That wasn’t 
enough though, as her true 
love is vocational education 
and as a proud graduate of 
Shawsheen Technical High 
School, reportedly the first to 
be employed as an academic 
instructor, having taught in a 
vocational school for 10 years, 
O’Donoghue went one step 
further and also became a 
licensed vocational director 
as well. 

This love of vocational skills 
and academics was illustrat- 
ed when she created the stu- 
dent-centered school veg- 
etable garden in the middle 
school where she has taught 
for the past eight years. 

“It was a truly wonderful 
process. My students got to 
see another side of their 
social studies teacher when 
I set up and started using 
my power tools to build the 
three large raised beds we 
had designed together.” 

Ultimately, the garden pro- 
duced food that became 
healthy snacks to the stu- 
dents as well as being donat- 
ed to local food banks and 
even the senior center right 
here in town. This garden 
was just awarded a $2,000 
grant and when asked about 
this, she said, “We are very 
excited about how we can be 
even more helpful with pro- 
ducing vegetables that can

When asked why she want- 
ed to run for school commit- 
tee her response was simple,

principal, long-standing un- 
ion building representative 
who has assisted with nego- 
tiating contracts and adher- 
ence to educational law, 
experienced mentor coordi- 
nator, professional curricu- 
lum developer, adjunct pro- 
fessor, Special Education 
Inclusion teacher, and par- 
ent of a young child with 
learning disabilities, I have 
deep rooted knowledge of 
the many aspects involved 
with this wonderful position 
and just want to help our 
school system to flourish 
and become an example to 
others in our area.

The eligibility rules for claiming a home office deduction 
have been loosened to allow more filers to claim this break. 
People who have no fixed location for their businesses can 
claim a home office deduction if they use the space for 
administrative or management activities. 

Moreover, one home office trap that used to scare away 
some taxpayers has been eliminated. In the past, if you used 
10 percent of your home for a home office, for example, 10 
percent of the profit when you sold did not qualify as tax-free 
under the rules that let homeowners treat up to $250,000 of 
profit as tax-free income ($500,000 for married couples filing 
joint returns). Since 10 percent of the house was an office 
instead of a home, the IRS said, 10 percent of the profit wasn’t 
tax-free. But the government has had a change of heart. No 
longer does a home office put the kibosh on tax-free profit. 

You do, however, have to pay tax on any profit that results 
from depreciation claimed for the office after May 6, 1997. 
It’s taxed at a maximum rate of 25 percent. (Depreciation 
produces taxable profit because it reduces your tax basis in 
the home; the lower your basis, the higher your profit.)

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Tewksbury Jr. Redmen crowned state champions 
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Tyngsboro was beyond all 
expectations. 

The Junior Redmen, who 
went into the tournament as 
the favorite in their four 
team bracket suffered a stun- 
ning 4-2 defeat to Dorchester 
in their first game of the 
tournament on Friday night, 
and then needed two shutout 
victories just to secure a spot 
in the tournament’s second 
round.

“We went into it confident, 
but we lost our first game 
which put us behind the eight 
ball, so we needed to get two 
shutouts in order to get the 
wild card with goals 
against,” Robillard said. 

Just to be clear, the 
Redmen didn’t just want 
shutouts, nor were they just 
hoping for shutouts, they 
NEEDED shutouts if they 
were going to get the wild 
spot to advance to the second 
round based on the tiebreak- 
er of total goals against.
